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Quit like a champion 


Flight attendant’s job exit 
wins him plenty of fans, but 
he still faces criminal charges 


NEW YORK A groundswell of support grew Tuesday on so- 
cial media sites for a JetBlue fight attendant who triggered 
an escape chute to leave a plane after cursing at a passen- 
ger following an altercation. 

Steven Slater was arrested at his home following the 
Monday incident at New York’s John F. Kennedy Inter- 
national Airport, just after a flight from Pittsburgh had 
landed. He was charged with criminal mischief, reckless 
endangerment and criminal trespass, according to the 
Queens District Attorney’s Office. cnn 


The report 

Slater apparently had an altercation with a passenger who 
stood to retrieve a bag from the overhead bin while the 
plane still was taxiing. 

A source said Slater asked the passenger to sit down, 
but the passenger continued removing the bag, which 
struck Slater in the head. Slater asked for an apology, and 
the passenger refused and cursed at him, the source said. 

Passenger Phil Catelinet wrote on his blog that Slater 
got on the plane’s intercom and said, “To the passenger 
who just called me a mother[bleep}: [Bleep] you. I’ve been 
in this business 28 years and I’ve had it.” 

Slater then grabbed some beer from the beverage cart 
before deploying and leaving via the plane’s emergency 
slide. 


The consequences 
Slater smiled as he entered a Queens courtroom Tuesday 
for his arraignment. He was ordered held on $2,500 bond 
and not to have contact with two JetBlue employees. He 
posted bail late Tuesday and was released, NBC reported. 
When asked by reporters how he felt about the out- 
pouring of support, Slater said, “It’s been very, very appre- 
ciated. It seems like something here has resonated with a 
few people. That’s kinda neat!” 
During his hearing, Slater acknowledged opening the 
chute and exiting the plane. His next court appearance 
was scheduled for Sept. 7. 


Notable 

Authorities pointed out that deploying the emergency 
escape chute is a crime. Helen Peterson of the Queens 
District Attorney’s Office said the second-degree crimi- 
nal mischief and the first-degree reckless endangerment 
charges are felonies that could land Slater in jail for seven 
years upon conviction. The criminal trespass charge and 
two other lesser mischief and endangerment charges are 
misdemeanors. 


Mystery person 
The identity of the passenger involved in the altercation 
has not been confirmed.

Several Facebook 
pages were set up to 
support him, includ- 
ing one with nearly 
7400 fans by early

Under “personal 
information,” the 
Facebook page says: 
“Loves to travel. 
Dislikes mean airtrav- 
elers [sic].” Under 
“interests,” the page 
says “Making an exit!” 

The Facebook 
page said no official 
donation response 
had been established 
yet, but if itis the 
page would alert peo- 
ple. It does, however, 
tout a T-shirt that 
says, “Free Steven 
Slater.” There is an- 
other Facebook page 
called the “Steven 
Slater Legal Defense 
Fund.” 

“Steven Slater is 
awesome,” one user 
wrote on Twitter. “Too 
bad he might go to 
jail for this.” Another 
wrote, “Steven Slater, 
let me buy youa 
beer.”

Heterosexual employees 
occupy unique niche in 
Chicago's gay bar scene

T-shirt, just above his heart. 

He laughs good-naturedly. 

“How can you say no to Marilyn?” he says 
later. 

Rodriguez, a 25-year-old Uptown resident, 
expertly works the crowd, chatting and 
smoothly breaking free when he needs to 
take care of bar business. He also just hap- 
pens to be straight, something a bit rare for a 
Boystown bar employee. 

Although there are no known statistics, 
straight men do work at gay bars on Hal- 
sted, as dancers, bartenders, doormen and 
managers. Though owners and patrons in 
Boystown seem to have few concerns with 
straight guys working in gay bars, some of 
the straight employees say they deal with 
preconceptions from those outside the gay 
community about their employment choice. 

Some straight workers were so sensitive 
that they were reluctant to share their names 
or stories. The ones who did speak with Re- 
dEye, however, without exception said they 
have nothing to hide. Rodriguez explains his 
job is no different from one at any other bar 
in Chicago. 

“We love it,” Rodriguez said of himself 
and his fellow straights-in-a-gay-scene. “The 
disposable income doesn’t hurt, either.” 

Just how much income one can expect at

a gay bar is difficult to pin down. Searches 
of various salary tracking sites turned up 
average bartender salaries in Chicago rang- 
ing from $20,000 to $35,000 a year. Chuck 
Hyde, general manager at Sidetrack, said 
bartenders make $5 an hour but live on tips, 
which depend on factors such as shifts, se- 
niority and number of days an employee 
works. 

Matthew Begale, a Wicker Park resident, 
got his job as a doorman at Sidetrack after 
he and his twin brother, who is gay, papered 
Wrigleyville bars with resumes. A brainstorm 
led the 23-year-old brothers to realize twins 
might be more sought-after in Boystown. 
They were quickly hired, and Begale, who’s 
married, said his wife didn’t have any objec- 
tions to him working at a gay bar. 

“She knows me well enough,” he said. Her

initial worries that customers would pester 
him with advances didn’t materialize, Begale 
said. “If it’s very forward and if it’s uncom- 
fortable, I say that.” 

Employers at Chicago gay bars said there’s 
no sexual orientation test when they hire 
workers. More important is that potential 
employees are great with customers and 
qualified for their jobs. 

“As far as [an employee] being gay, that 
definitely doesn’t cross my mind,” says John 
Dalton, one of the owners of Minibar and 
nearby D.S. Tequila Company. “Everyone has 
to be gay-friendly [and] as long as they can 
socialize well, it’s perfect.” 

Federal law doesn’t prohibit discriminat- 
ing on the basis of sexual orientation, but 
Illinois passed a law five years ago banning 
the practice. 


Dalton said roughly half his employees 
are straight, but each nightspot on Halsted 
Street has its own look, and, hence, its own 
unique brand of employee. D.S. Tequila, 
which doesn’t label itself a gay bar, calls for a 
different personality, he said. 

“Minibar definitely has its niche in the 
community. ... My No. 1 requirement at 
Minibar would not be someone who knows 
everything about sports.” 

Personality also rules when Hyde hires at 
Sidetrack. 

“Tt’s the [applicant’s} character” that mat- 
ters, he said. They’re looking for someone 
who can fit in with the customers and the at- 
mosphere but has a unique identity. “We’re a 
very diverse staff.” 

Hyde said it’s less common for gay bars to 
have straight employees. But he also noted 


that at Sidetrack, there isn’t much turnover, 
either. Some of the bartenders who are gay 
have worked there for decades, he said. 

The decision the employees make about 
whether to out themselves as straight varies, 
with some choosing to hold off until asked 
and others being upfront immediately. 

“T don’t really share it right away. For some 
people, it ruins it for them,” Begale said. “I 
don’t really make it an issue to go around 
blabbing that I’m a straight guy.” 

All the straight employees RedEye spoke 
with over the course of a few weeks say they 
answer honestly when asked about their sex- 
ual orientation, something they say happens 
often. Both men and women are curious, Ro- 
driguez said, if he’s straight or gay. 

And he encounters plenty of straight and 
single women at work.

Law of the land 


Even if employers were so inclined, it’s 
against state law to discriminate in hiring 
based on someone’s sexual orientation or 
gender identity, says Rocco Claps, direc- 
tor of the Illinois Department of Human 
Rights. 

Though there are no federal protec- 
tions for job discrimination based on being 
gay or transgender, Illinois passed a law in 
2005 that applies to most jobs. That regu- 
lation covers both those who are discrimi- 
nated against for being gay and also those 
who are discriminated against for being 
straight. 

An exception, Claps said, would be 
someone employed in Illinois by the fed- 
eral government. There are also a few 
instances where the state doesn’t have the 
power to enforce discrimination rules. 

“There’s some grey areas in there,” he 
said. “We wouldn't be able to go into a 
church and say a minister has to be hired.” 

Claps said there are about 4,000 com- 
plaints a year made on the state level, 
about 6 percent of which are based on 
sexual orientation or gender identity. 
About half of the total reported instances 
of discrimination wind up being mediated, 
settled by the department or sent to other 
courts and commissions. Others are set- 
tled privately, determined to be baseless 
or dropped. —GEORGIA GARVEY

In fact, Rodriguez met his girlfriend, who 
he’s been seeing for about three months, at 
Minibar. After catching her eye, he said she 
approached another employee and asked 
about him. 

Though the attention he gets may some- 
times be an issue, Rodriguez says he tells 
his girlfriend, “They just get to look at the 
menu, you get to taste it.” 

Even if the customers aren’t an issue, some 
of the straight employees said friends do ask 
what prompted them to choose to work in 
a gay bar. 

“Some of my friends are like, ‘Dude are 
you kidding me? Why are you doing this?’ ” 
said Matt Kelsey, 27, of Rogers Park. 

Kelsey, a Northwestern University gradu- 
ate student who works as a doorman at 
Minibar, found his gig after searching for a 


summer job. While out with some friends 
in Boystown, he was offered a job at the bar 
and quickly accepted. Ultimately, he says, his 
friends’ opinions are just that to him: opin- 
ions. “They’re talking from the perspective 
of never having been there. It’s a different 
atmosphere from your frat-tastic sports bar.” 

Straight guys at Boystown bars said they 
like the work, the people and the pay. 

“T think it broadens your horizons,” Ro- 
driguez said. Plus, “I don’t care what people 
think about me.” 

Patrons didn’t seem to be bothered by the 
sexual orientation of their bartenders. On a 
recent night in Sidetrack, Neil Iyengar, 27, of 
Lakeview, said he found straight men’s will- 
ingness to work in Boystown refreshing. 

“It’s good, actually. It’s really good. I 
guess it shows open-mindedness,” Iyengar 


said, pointing out gay men often “work in a 
straight-majority world.” 

Victor Giannini, 27, also of Lakeview, said 
he doesn’t feel that straight guys are inter- 
lopers. 

“There’s never any feeling of uncom- 
fortableness,” he said, adding that having 
straight employees serve bar-goers can be 
“intriguing, to some people.” 

And sometimes, having a straight guy 
working at a gay bar can have surprising 
benefits. Begale, who’s moving to Florida 
to become a choir teacher, said he noticed 
something missing from Sidetrack, known 
as Boystown’s “musical” bar. 

“I was the one that got them to show 
‘Glee’ [on the bar’s TVs],” Begale said with a 
laugh.

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A deadly accident 


5-year-old shot, killed while playing in home with his brother

Five-year-old Jonathan Jackson and _ his 
twin brother had just been given their 
baths and were playing in their room, 
about to settle down for the night before 
their first day in kindergarten. 

Then a shot rang out. 

Jonathan’s brother ran from the room 
in his pajamas, followed by Jonathan, who 
was crawling and bleeding from his abdo- 
men, relatives say. 

Jonathan was rushed by ambulance from 
his two-flat in the 700 block of South Cali- 
fornia to Mount Sinai Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead at 11:07 p.m. Mon- 
day from a gunshot wound. He would have 
turned 6 next month. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s 


office ruled the death a homicide Tuesday, 
meaning that Jonathan’s death was caused 
by someone other than himself. The ruling 
is not an indication 
of criminality or 
intent. 

A doctor at the 
medical examiner’s 
office declined to 
elaborate on the A 
ruling, saying it was as 
based on physical Jonathan Jackson 
evidence at the scene. 

Relatives said the boys, who were nearly 
identical and inseparable, had been playing 
when they found the gun. Some believe 
Jonathan was shot by his brother, others 
wonder whether Jonathan may have shot 


himself. 

At the home Tuesday morning, Jona- 
than’s great-uncle, Bruce Prince, said rela- 
tives were in other parts of the home—a 
great-grandmother who is bedridden was 
in her room, their grandmother was in 
the kitchen and their mother was on the 
porch—when everyone heard the gun- 
shot. 

The other twin “ran out of the room and 
Jonathan crawled out,” Prince said. 

Jonathan was the older by 2 minutes, 
39 seconds, but he carried himself like a 
much older sibling. He learned to tie his 
shoes first and helped his brother learn to 
tie his. 

The shooting was under investigation 
Tuesday by Harrison Area detectives. 


Everyone 
still waiting 
for verdict 

in Blago case

Former Goy. Rod Blagojevich is reading a 
Teddy Roosevelt biography.

As jury deliberations stretch into their 
uth day, participants in the high-profile 
corruption trial are finding ways to pass 
the time as they await a verdict that many 
predicted would be in by now. But no mat- 
ter how engaging the pastime, no one’s 
thoughts stray far from the jurors and their 
private discussions at the Dirksen US. 
Courthouse. 

“It’s a hard, hard slog through this,” said 
Blagojevich attorney Sam Adam Sr. “I’ve 
been doing this almost 50 years and I’ve 
never gotten used to it.” 

By one rule of thumb — that jurors spend 
one day deliberating for each week of a 
trial—the discussions have gone just a bit 
longer than conventional wisdom would 
have predicted for the approximately 
eight-week Blagojevich trial. 

But given the lengthy jury instructions 
and complicated charges against the for- 
mer governor and his brother, the delib- 
erations could extend into next week—a 
fact the judge acknowledged when he de- 
cided to turn a daily status meeting with 
the attorneys into a briefing once or twice 
aweek. 

“We are all in exactly the same position,’ 
US. District Judge James Zagel said. “We 


are waiting.”

Robber turns 
gun on self

A robber shot and killed himself 
Tuesday after leaving a bank on the 
North Side and finding police close 
on his tail, authorities said. 

Officials were trying late Tuesday 
to identify the man, who didn’t have 
identification on him. 

Surveillance images show the 
man, dressed in a light-colored shirt, 
green cap and sunglasses, entered 
a Bank of America branch at 2545 
W. Devon Ave. at 9:49 a.m. and de- 
manded cash from a teller, claiming 
to have a gun and a bomb in a bag, 
according to the FBI and Chicago 
police. 

The man took an unspecified 
amount of cash and got into a wait- 
ing taxi outside, said Cynthia Yates, 
an FBI spokeswoman. 

Chicago police said a Rogers Park 
District officer saw the man running 
from the bank with two bags and 
then getting into the cab. 

Police stopped the cab at Catalpa 
and Western avenues, and as an of- 
ficer approached, the robber shot 
himself in the back seat, committing 
suicide, officials said. 

The police bomb and arson unit 
was called because the man was car- 
rying a briefcase and had made the 
earlier bomb threat, police said. 

“Out of an abundance of caution,” 
Yates said, the bomb squad blew up 
the briefcase. No bomb was found. 

The cabdriver was not hurt, said 
Mike Levine, CEO of American 
United Taxi Affiliation. Officials do 
not believe he was involved in the 
robbery, police said.

Hossa deal 
under NHL's 
microscope 


Buried deep in an arbitrator’s ruling on the 
Ilya Kovalchuk grievance between the NHL 
and NHLPA is a footnote that could have an 
effect on Marian Hossa’s contract with the 
Blackhawks. 

Arbitrator Richard Bloch ruled Monday 
in favor of the league in rejecting the 17-year, 
$102 million contract between Kovalchuk, 
27, and the New Jersey Devils on the grounds 
that it circumvented the collective bargaining 
agreement by signing a player to a long-term, 
front-loaded contract of which he’d likely 
never reach the end. 

Bloch added a footnote, No. 23 on Page 19 
of the ruling, stating, “the NHL has registered 
contracts with structures similar to” Koval- 
chuk’s and “of these, four such agreements, 
with players Chris Pronger, Marc Savard, Ro- 
berto Luongo, and Marian Hossa reflect pro- 
visions that are relatively more dramatic than 
the others.” 

Bloch went on to write that while those 
contracts “have, in fact, been registered, their 
structure has not escaped League notice” and 
“are being investigated currently with at least 
the possibility of a subsequent withdrawal of 
the registration.” 

Hossa, who inked a 12-year, $62.8 million 
deal with the Hawks in July 2009 that the 
league said at the time it would investigate, 
is the only one of the players to play a season 
under his long-term contract with the others’ 
taking effect this summer. 

It remains to be seen if the NHL will seek 
to reject the deals previously signed by Hossa 
and the others.

Cell shocked 


Twins overwhelm Sox to take over first in AL Central race 


The White Sox have eight games remaining 
against American League Central rival Minnesota. 

But Tuesday night’s 12-6 rout by Minnesota con- 
tinued a disturbing trend for the Sox that makes 
their future attempts at regaining first place more 
challenging. 

The Twins thoroughly outplayed the Sox in 
knocking them out of first for the first time since 
July ro. It also capped the latest comeback for Min- 
nesota, which took an early lead in the AL Central 
but has managed to overcome a 4 1/2-game deficit 
July 15 to take a one-game lead. 

In the process, they've won four consecutive 
games against the Sox and now have beaten them 
seven times in 10 meetings this season. Tuesday’s loss 
marked the Sox’s first three-game losing streak since 
they lost three straight at Minnesota from July 16-18. 

The Sox found themselves trailing from the 
outset Tuesday as the Twins scored in the first four 
innings, and by the seventh it was a 10-5 deficit. 
Freddy Garcia lasted just 2 1/3 innings, surrender- 
ing home runs to Jim Thome, J.J. Hardy and Joe

WE TEST-DRIVE A NEW 
DRINK-ORDERING APP 
FOR SMARTPHONES

Technology is becoming a bigger part 
of Chicago’s nightlife scene, and we’re 
not talking about DJs spinning with 
laptops instead of turntables. 

You can reserve a table by text mes- 
sage at sports bar Bull & Bear. The 
door staff at downtown clubs Manor 
and Rino monitor their guest lists using 
iPads. Last weekend, we ordered Chipo- 
tle completely on an iPhone and can’t 
wait to do it again. 

Earlier this year, Chicago-based Touch 
Taste Technologies, Inc. outfitted a hand- 
ful of local clubs with touch-screen tables 
that allow patrons to order drinks with 
the touch of a finger. Now it wants to put 
that capability on your phone. 

“In February at the Nightclub and Bar 
{Convention and Trade} Show in Las Ve- 
gas, everybody was unveiling all of this 
technology,” Touch Taste CEO Rhon Da- 
guro says. “We signed up 100 nightclubs for 
our [touch-screen] tables and everybody ... 
said, ‘When’s the iPhone app coming?’ ” 

So they created one. Called TouchLife, 
the free drink-ordering app is available for 
use in addition to TTT’s touch-screen tables 
at River North’s Crimson Lounge, and it’s 
coming soon at other venues, including Vi- 
sion, Excalibur, Spybar and Illuminati. An- 
droid and Palm Pre apps still are undergoing 
development, but we made a few visits to 
Crimson to give TouchLife an early test run 

on the iPhone.

TouchLife’s goal is to speed up the drink- 
ordering process. While we don’t see much 
room to expedite the process at a low-key 
bar, we see the potential for high-volume, 
crowded spots where fighting to a three- 
deep bar is a total buzz kill. 


Easy navigation 

The app’s setup seems easy enough 

to navigate. After creating an account 
using your e-mail address and selecting 
the participating bar you're at, you get to 
browse drink categories—Top 25, recently 
ordered, drinks by mood—and place an

Cool advertising potential 
TouchLife has some innovative ad op- 
portunities for liquor companies, whose 
current in-bar advertising options stop at 
neon signs and banners. And an app that 
makes money tends to stick around.

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the app whatsoever. On a separate visit, an 
endlessly helpful server moved us from table 
to table until we got a signal strong enough to 
place an order. TouchLife plans to supply bars 
with mobile hot spots, Daguro says, but until 
then, good luck. 


Multiple drink orders are tricky. 
Once we placed our first drink order, we ran 
into a problem: how to order a second, differ- 
ent drink before our first order went through to 
the bar. By the time we went through the order- 
ing process again, our first drink already had 
arrived. Poor server had to go back and make 
our second cocktail, and by then, our friends at 
the bar were starting their second round. 


The floor plan is confusing. 
You need to designate your location using a 


floor plan of the bar so that your server knows 
where to deliver your drink, which we found 
difficult to navigate. If you select the wrong lo- 
cation, move locations—or God forbid, leave to 
use the restroom—we imagine you'll send your 
server on a wild goose chase. 


What about special requests? 
The app seems to sufficiently handle drink-or- 
dering at its most basic, but when ordering off 
of the Top 25 list, we couldn't figure out how to 
add a special request or upgrade liquors. 


THE VERDICT 

It’s not changing the nightlife industry as we 
know it just yet. Even if this boozy app can 
overcome issues with spotty service, there 
are other issues to resolve before it’s ready for 
prime time.

Tweak Bird’s rocker 
brothers insist that 
if the other wins a 

challenge, he cheated

Brothers Caleb and Ashton Bird have been 
making music together since they were kids 
jamming on Stone Temple Pilots songs in the 
basement of their family home in Carbon- 
dale, Ill. But in relatively short order as Tweak 
Bird, the pair has progressed to writing the 
Black Sabbath-heavy, drugged out psych- 
nuggets that populate its self-titled debut and 
landed them a spot opening for Tool. 

“{Tool guitarist} Adam [Jones] even gave us 
some advice before we played,” guitarist Ca- 
leb, 28, said while en route to a tour-opening 
gig in Fresno, Calif. (Caleb now resides in 
L.A., while drummer Ashton, 24, still lives 
in Carbondale.) “He was like, ‘Sometimes 
our fans can be rough on the opening bands. 
My advice is just to play the set all the way 
through without any breaks so you don’t give 
anybody a chance to heckle you.’ ” Did it 
work? “For the most part, but in Boston you 
could definitely hear people saying, ‘You guys 
suck. ... Get off the stage!’ ” 

Rest assured: Tweak Bird does not suck. 


Is it true a drunken David Yow [Jesus Lizard 
and Qui singer/all-around wild man] said 
you guys sounded like girls? 

He definitely did. We played a show with Qui 
at the Echo in L.A. and we were starting to 
walk out, and he stumbles coming back in and 
he’s like, “You’re in the first band aren't you? 
You guys sing like girls.” I will take that as a 
compliment. That was the first time we actu- 
ally met him. I had seen him at a show before 
where he was onstage and there was a guy 
pretty close to the front of the crowd drinking 
a beer with his arm around his girlfriend. Dave 
was singing, then all of a sudden he stops and 
walks up to the guy, grabs the beer out of his 
hand, chugs the entire thing, smashes the 
bottle on the ground and kisses his girlfriend. 
I was like, “Man, that’s David Yow.” 


l read an old interview where you almost 
came across like survivalists, growing up 
without running water. 

We've definitely gone without [running wa-

ter] for long periods of time. When we were kids 
we grew up in the woods and we moved into a 
house that didn’t have all the utilities hooked 
up yet. We lived for a few months just doing 
well water and range-top cooking. The way we 
grew up prepared us to be on the road with just 
Nalgene bottles of water and granola. Man, it 
sounds like we’re total hippies, but otherwise 
[Carbondale] was a regular university town. We 
grew up pretty normal, going to roller-skating 
rinks and playing Little League. 


Who was the better ballplayer? 
I was a killer second baseman, but Ashton was 
the better hitter. 


Were you guys competitive as kids? 

Oh yeah, we were always coming up with some 
random competition. Ifit wasn’t sports, it was 
something else altogether. We can make any- 
thing into a contest. 


How do you handle losing? 

We don’t accept it. Ever. If one of us loses, it’s 
because the other person obviously cheated or 
didn’t play properly. 


Lyrically, “Tweak Bird” seems to center around 
ideas of escape and space travel. Was any of 
that inspired by itching to get out of Carbon- 
dale? 

Yeah, I think so, but it also seems like the more 
we're on the road [and] the more of the world we 
get to see, the more we start thinking about how 
it was made and what other worlds are out there. 


Were you sci-fi geeks growing up? 

We were definitely dreamers of dreams. I can 
remember liking “The X-Files,” but I wouldn’t 
say I was a sci-fi nerd. I was definitely into the 
original “Star Wars” trilogy, “Back to the Future” 
and “Indiana Jones” — anything with adventure. 


So where does the interest in space come from? 
I think because it’s there and it’s huge and it just 
beams down into our brains. We’re gonna keep 
writing songs about space until we can tour in 
space. 


How do you handle heights? 
Heights? No problem, man. T’ll go as high as I 


can get.

Dreamend 

“So | Ate Myself Bite By Bite” 
(Graveface Records) 
Up until its mid- 


point, Dreamend’s 
latest could have 
passed for a break- 
up album. Listen 
as Chicagoan Ryan 
af Graveface—the 
sole voice behind 
the project—sings, “I looked at the 
stars and said, ‘Don’t go’ ”; “I know 
I’ve done you wrong;” “What did | 
do... without you?” Accompanied 
by creaky banjo; unsteady, garbage 
pail drums; and haunted, synthetic 
walls of sound, it seems like the 
Black Moth Super Rainbow guitarist/ 
bassist is purging some heavy emo- 
tional baggage. That’s when things 
get bloody. Literally. “I cleaned my 
hands,” sings Graveface, his voice 
grainy and distant, on “Pieces,” 
easily the album’s jauntiest, most 
playful tune (an idiosyncrasy that 
only enhances the creep-out fac- 
tor). “Washed the blood away.” From 
there, the music spirals further into 
madness, peaking with the 10-min- 
ute-plus “An Admission,” where gui- 
tars ring out like distant sirens and 
cut through the white noise like jag- 
ged, rusty saw blades.

Actor goes from Batman 
to ‘Buddy’ to Baptist

Remember a little film called “The Dark 
Knight?” You may have seen local transplant Jus- 
tin Berkobien in one of the scenes. The 29-year- 
old actor moved to Chicago from Michigan four 
years ago with his wife, Julie, and in addition to 
landing a role in the Batman flick, he appeared 
as the title character in Drury Lane’s 2008 pro- 
duction of “Buddy: The Buddy Holly Story” to 
rave reviews. For the next month and a half, 
you can catch Berkobien in Provision Theater 
Company’s production of “Godspell,” the ’60s- 
minded rock ’n’ roll musical about the gospel of 
St. Matthew by Stephen Schwartz and John-Mi- 
chael Tebelak, in which he plays the characters 
John the Baptist and Judas Iscariot. 

We recently chatted with Berkobien about his 
past and current roles on stage and screen. 


How did you land a role in “The Dark Knight”? 
Julie and I] were on file with an extras casting 
agency and there were several days that we 

had gotten calls and had not been able to go. 
We were pretty bummed out— they were 

using a code name [for the film], but we knew 
what it was. Finally, we got another call and

conference where the Harvey Dent character 
tells everyone that he is Batman and gets ar- 
rested. This was a big hit back home—to hear 
our families tell it, we were co-starring with 
Christian Bale and Heath Ledger. 


Does having “Transformers” shooting locally 
make you reminisce? 

I may have auditioned for “Transformers,” 
although I wouldn’t have known at the time 
because they don’t say, “This is for “Transform- 
ers.’” But I feel very lucky that I’ve gone from 
trying to hunt down extra work to being called 
in [to audition] for actual roles, minor though 
they may be. And it’s exciting to be in Chicago 
when there seems to be a bit of a rebirth of the 
film and television scene. 


How did you get cast in “Godspell”? 
I actually got called in for Jesus. I was a little 


hesitant—Jesus is a hard role to play because 

so many expectations come along with it. You 
don’t want to go too far in any direction because 
you'll crush somebody’s experience. [Laughs] 


I was offered the John the Baptist/Judas role, 
which demands a sort of eccentricity. In the 
show, they’re really not two separate characters; 
they kind of bleed together. The idea is that Je- 
sus’ right hand man has become the person who 
betrays him. And so there’s a really fun arc there. 


“Godspell” was written in 1970s and has a’60s 
feel. How does it hold up in 2010? 

What’s so smart about this show is that instead 
of contemporizing [the Biblical parables} for 
the ’6os, {the writers} modernized it only as far 
as the vaudeville era. The gimmick is to experi- 
ence these stories by acting them out in a very 
presentational, somewhat silly way but one that 
people can relate to. And the music is very fresh 
and modern. We have a really young band and 
there is some flexibility for vocal ad-libs and 
dynamics and little runs that come across much 
more 2010 than’6os or’7os.
